P eter L ittle, Jr., w ho w as h it in the 
le ft breast by a b u llet th a t had gone 
through a board and had been flat­ 
tened out, is n o t expected to live. 
P eter Little, 
Sr., is not so badly 
wounded as a t first reported. 
In th e m orning th e second victim of 
the riots a t L ittle's m ines expired a t 
th e cottage hospital. 
He w as W illiam 
Dickinson, a colored man, and helped 
th e L ittles defend th e ir m ine tower. 
I t was re p o se d la st evening th a t 
1,500 m iners from La Salle and Spring 
Valley are organizing to come here 
and help the B artonville strik ers shut 
dow n the m ines in this vicinity. Taze­ 
w ell county sen t an order to Chicago 
for IOO rifles, b u t could g e t only tw en ­ 
ty-nine.

B E T T E R D ISIN FECTIO N . 


Fumigation 
Practically W orthless— 
Steam Declared to 
be the Only 
Thing T hat is Sure to Conquer the 
Seeds of Disease—Box at the Pest 
House. 


A change in local sanitary precau­ 
tions is urged by physicians. 
“ Now th a t it is acknowledged by 
all leading scientists th a t fum igation 
by sulphur will not kill the germs of 
contagious diseases, such as diphthe­ 
ria, scarlatina, small pox and chol­ 
era,'’ said one prom inent doctor, “ it 
is about tim e it was abandoned by our 
city health departm ent. 
Now it is 
the only means a t our command. The 
rooms occupied by a patient can be 
washed with a disinfecting solution, 
the paper token off, new paper and 
paint put on, and bs used again w ith 
comparative safety. 
Not so w ith the 
carpets, 
hangings, m attresses and 
stuffed furniture. 
Nothing th a t can 
be applied to them will be of any 
use. 
Boiling will kill all germs, but 
a large am ouat of the m aterial usu- 
ally found in rooms cannot be so 
treated. 
They are infected before the 
physician's arrival, Everything m ight 
be burned, but only the few can afford 
this, and it is seldom done. 
They 
stand and hang as a constant menace 
to everyone who comes in contact 
with them. 
“ I would suggest the building of a 
steel box near some stationary boiler, 
and subject the infected furniture and 
hangings to heated steam a t a tem per­ 
ature of from 230 
to 250 degrees; 
which kills all germs. 
“ This plan is adopted in seaport 
towns and in many large cities w ith 
satisfaction. 
For the poor it is done 
gratis; for those able to pay the cost 
of disinfection is charged. 
Some day 
we will pay dearly in valuable lives 
for our slip-shod methods. This m ight 
be arranged near our new pest bouse.”

DR. TALMAGE SC O R ES O P P R E S ­ 
SO R S OF LABOR. 


Underpaid Sewing Women a Blot Upon 
Our Civil!? at ion—The W rath of God 
Will Sorely Fall Upon Their Cruel 
Employers. 


B r o o k l y n , June 1 —Rev. T. De Wit 
Talmage, who is now on his round- 
the-world journey, has chosen as the 
subject for to-day: 
“M artyrs of the 
Needle,” the text being M atthew xix., 
24, 
“It is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle.” 
W hether this “eye of the needle” be 
the small gate a t the side of the big 
gate at the entrance t>f the wall of the 
ancient city, as is generally inter­ 
preted, or the eye of a needle such as 
is now handled in sewing a garm ent, 
I do not say. 
In either case it would 
be a tight thing for a camel to go 
tlft-ough the eye of a needle. 
But 
there are whole caravans of fatigues 
and hardships going through the eye 
of the sewing woman's needle. 
Very long ago the needle was busy. 
It 
was 
considered 
honorable for 
women to toil in olden time. 
Alex­ 
ander the G reat stood in his palace 
showing garm ents made by his own 
mother. 
The 
finest 
tapestries at 
Baveux were made by the queen of 
W111 in rn the Conqueror. 
Augustus the 
em] t ror would not wear any garm ents 
except those th a t were fashioned by 
some member of his royal family. 
So 
let the toiler every where be respected! 
The greatest blessing th at could 
have happened to our first parents was 
being turned out of Eden after they 
had done wrong. 
Adam and Eve, in 
their perfect state, m ight have got 
along w ithout work, or only such 
slight employm ent as a perfect garden, 
w ith no weeds in it, demanded. 
But, 
as soon as they had sinned, the best 
thing for them was to be turned out 
where they would have to work. 
We 
know w hat a w ithering thing it is for 
a man to have nothing to d a 
Good 
old Ashbel Green, a t four score years, 
when asked why he kept on working, 
said, “I do so to keep out of mischief.” 
We see th a t a man who has a large 
am ount of money to sta rt w ith has no 
chance. 
Of the thousand prosperous 
and honorable men th a t you know 
nine hundred and ninety-nine had to 
work vigorously at the beginning. 
But I am now to tell you th a t in­ 
dustry is just as im portant for a 
woman's safety and happiness. 
The 
most unhappy women in our communi­ 
ties to-day are those who have no en­ 
gagements to call them up in the 
morning; who, once having risen and 
breakfasted, lounge through the dull 
forenoon in slippers down a t the heel 
and w ith dishevelled hair, reading the 
last novel; and who, having dragged 
through a wretched 
forenoon and 
taken their afternoon sleep, and hav­ 
ing spent an hour and a half a t their 
toilet, pick up their card-case and go 
out to make calls; and who pass their 
evenings w aiting for somebody to come 
in and break up the monotony. 
Ara­ 
bella Stuart never was imprisoned in 
so dark a dungeon as th a t 
There is no happiness in an idle 
woman. 
It may be w ith hand, it may 
be w ith brain, it may be w ith foot; 
b ut work she must, or be wretched 
forever. 
The little girls of our fami­ 
lies must be started w ith th a t idea. 
The curse of our American society is 
th at our youug women are taught 
th at the first, second, third, fourth, 
fifth, sixth, seventh, tenth, fiftieth, 
thousandth thing in their life is to get 
somebody to take care of them. 
In­ 
stead of that, the first lesson should 
be, how, under God, they may take 
care of themselves. 
The simple fact 
is th at a m ajority of them do have to 
take care of themselves, and that, too, 
after having, through the false notions 
of their parents, w asted the years in 
which they ought to have learned 
how successfully to m aintain them ­ 
selves. 
We now and here declare the 
inhumanity, cruelty, and outrage of 
th a t father and mother, who pass 
their daughters into womanhood, hav­ 
ing given them no facility for earning 
their livelihood. 
Madame de Stael 
said: 
“It is not these w ritings thar 
am proud of, but the fact th a t I he.ve 
facility in ten occupations, in any one 
of which I could make a livelihood. 
Have you nothing better than money 
to leave your children? 
If you have 
not, b u t send your daughters into the 
world with empty brain and unskilled 
hand, you are guilty of assassination 
homicide, regicide, infanticide. There 
are women toiling in our cities for $3 
and $4 per week, who were the daugh­ 
ters of 
m erchant princes. 
These 
suffering ones now would be glad to 
have the crumbs th a t once fell from 
their father’s table. 
T hat worn-out, 
broken shoe th at she wears is the 
lineal descendant of the $12 gaiters in 
which her m other walked and th at torn 
and faded calico had ancestry of mag­ 
nificent brocade, th at swept Broadway 
clean w ithout any expense to the street 
commissioners. Though you live in an 
elegant residence, and fare sumptu­ 
ously every day, let your daughters 
feel it is a disgrace to them not to 
know how to work. 
I denounce the 
idea, prevalent in society, th a t though 
our young women may embroider slip­ 
pers, and crochet, and make mats for 
lamps to stand on, w ithout disgrace, 
the idea of doing anything for a live­ 
lihood is dishonorable. 
It is a shame 
for a young woman, belonging to a 
large family, to be inefficient when 
the father toils his life away for her 
support. 
It is a shame for a daugh­ 
ter to be idle while her m other toils at 
the wash-tub. 
It is as honorable to 
sweep house, make beds, or trim hats, 
as it is to tw ist a watch chain. 
As far as I can understand, the line 
of respectability lies between th at 
which is useful and th at which is use­ 
less. 
If women do th a t which is of no 
value, their work is honorable, 
lf 
they do practical work, it is dishonor­ 


able. 
T hat our young women may 
escape the censure of doing dishonor­ 
able work, I shall particularize. 
You 
may knit a tidy for the back of an arm­ 
chair, but by no means make the 
money w herewith to buy the chair. 
You may, w ith delicate brush, beauti­ 
fy a m antel ornam ent, b ut die rather 
than earn enough to buy a marble 
mantel. 
You may learn artistic music 


One Sabbath night, in the vestibule 
of my church, after service a woman 
fell in convulsions. 
The doctor said 
she needed medicine not so much as 
something to e a t 
As she began to re­ 
vive, in her delirum, she said, gasp­ 
ingly: 
“Eight 
cents! 
Eight cents! 
Eight cents! 
I wish I could get it 
done! 
I wish I could get some sleep, 
but I must get it done! 
Eight cents! 
until you can squall Italian, but never J Eight cents!” 
We found afterw ard 
sing “Ortonville” or “Old Hundred.” 
Do nothing practical, if you would, in 
the eyes of refined society, preserve 
your respectability. 
I scout these 
finical notions. 
I tell you no woman, 
any n o r than a man, has a t right to 
occupy a place in this world unless 
she pays a rent for i t 
If we w ant a place in this world we 
m ust earn it The partridge makes its 
own nest before he occupies it 
The 
lark, by its morning song, earns its 
breakfast before it eats it; the Bible 
gives an intim ation th at the first duty 
of an idler is to starve, when it says if 
he “will not work, neither shall he 
e a t” 
Idleness ruins the health; and 
very soon N ature says, “This man has 
refused to pay his rent; outw ith him!” 
Society is to be reconstructed on the 
subject of woman’s to il 
A vast ma­ 
jority of those who would have woman 
industrious shut her up to a few kinds 
of work. 
My judgm ent in this m atter 
is, th at a woman has a right to do any­ 
thing she can do well. 
There should 
be 
no departm ent of merchandise, 
mechanism, a rt or 
science 
barred 
against her. If Miss Hosmer has genius 
for sculpture, give her a chisel. 
If 
Rosa Bonheur has a fondness for de­ 
lineating animals, let her make “The 
Horse Fair.” 
If Miss Mitchell will 
study astronomy, let her mount the 
starry ladder. 
If Lydia will be a mer­ 
chant, let her sell purple. 
If Lucretia 
M ott will preach the gospel, let her 
thrill w ith her womanly eloquence the 
Quaker meeting house. 
It is said if woman is given such op­ 
portunities she will occupy places th at 
m ight be taken by mea. 
I say if she 
have more skill and adaptedness for 
any position than a man has let her 
have it! 
She has as much right to her 
bread, to her appa rel, and to her 
home as men have. 
But it is said that her nature is so 
delicate th at she is unfitted for ex­ 
hausting toil. 
I ask in the name of 
all past history w hat toil on earth is 
more severe, exhausting and trem en­ 
dous than toil of the needle to which 
for ages she has been subjected? The 
battering-ram , the sword, the carbine, 
the battle-axe have made no such 
havoc as the needle. 
I would th at 
these living 
sepulchres in 
which 
women have for ages been buried 
m ight 
be 
opened, 
and 
th at 
some resurrection 
trum pet 
m ight 
bring 
up 
these 
living 
corpses 
to the fresh air and sunlight. 
I go still further, and say th at 
women should have equal compensa­ 
tion w ith men. 
By w hat principle of 
justice is it th a t women in many of 
our cities get only tw o-thirds as much 
pay as men, and in many cases only 
half? Here is a gigantic injustice— 
th at for work equally well, if not bet­ 
ter done, woman receives far less com- 
oensation than man. 
Start with the 
national government: for a long while 
women clerks in W ashington got $900 
for doing th at for which men received 
$1,800. 
To thousands of young women in 
our cities to-day there is only this 
alternative: starvation or dishonor. 
Many of the largest mercantile estab­ 
lishments of our cities are accessory to 
these abominations: and from their 
large establishm ents there are scores 
of souls being pitched off into death; 
and their employers know i t 
Is there a God? 
Will there be a 
judgm ent? I tell you, if God rises up 
to redress woman’s wrongs, many of 
our large establishm ents will be swal­ 
lowed up quicker than a South Ameri­ 
can earthquake ever took down a city. 
God will catch these oppressors be­ 
tween the two mill stones of his 
wrath, and grind them to powder! 
I hear from all this land the wail of 
womanhood. 
Man has nothing to an­ 
swer to th a t wail but flatteries. 
He 
says she is an angel, 
She is n o t 
She 
knows she is n o t 
She is a human be­ 
ing, who gets hungry when she has 
food,' and 
cold 
when she has no 
fire. 
Give her no more flatteries; give 
her justice! 
There are about 50,000 sewing girls 
in New York and Brooklyn. 
Across 
the darkness of this night I hear their 
death groan. 
It is not such a cry as 
comes from those who are suddenly 
hurled out of life, but a slow, grind­ 
ing, horrible wasting away. 
Gather 
them before you and look into their 
faces, pinched, ghastly and hunger 
struck! 
Look at their fingers, needle- 
pricked and blood-tipped! 
See that 
prem ature stoop in the shoulders. Hear 
that dry, hacking, merciless cough! 
At a large meeting of these women 
held in a hall in Philadelphia, grand 
speeches were delivered, but a needle 
woman took the stand, threw aside 
her faded shaw l,and with her shriveled 
arm, hurled a very thunderbolt of 
eloquence, speaking out the horrors of 
her own experience. 
Stand at the corner of a street in 
New York in the very early morning 
as the women go to their work. Many 
of them had no breakfast except the 
crumbs th at were left over from the 
night before, or a crust they chew on 
their way through the street 
Here 
'hey come! 
The working girls of the 
city! 
These engaged in bead-work, 
these in flower-making, in millinery, 
enamelling, cigar-making, book-bind­ 
ing, labelling, feather-picking, print- 
coloring, paper-box making, but, most 
overworked of all, and least compen­ 
sated, the sewing-women. 
Why do 
they not take the city cars on their 
way up? They can not afford the live 
cents! 
If, concluding to deny herself 
something else, she gets into the car, 
givo her a seat! 
You w ant to see how 
Latim er and Ridley appeared in the 
fire: look a t th at woman and behold a 
more horrible martyrdom, a hotter 
. tire, a more agonizing death! 
i

They beat them down to the last 
penny, and try to cheat them out of 
th a t 
The woman must deposit a 
dollar or two before she gets the gar­ 
ments to work on. 
When the work is 
done it is sharply inspected, the most 
insignificant flaws picked out, and the 
wages refused, and sometimes the dol­ 
lar deposited not given back. 
The 
Women’s Protective Union reports a 
case where one of these poor souls, 
finding a place where she could get 
more wages,resolved to change employ­ 
ers, and w ent to get her pay for work 
done. 
Tho employer says: 
“I hear 
you are going to leave me?”—“Yes,” 
she said, “and I have come to get 
w hat you owe me. ” 
He made no an­ 
swer. 
She said: 
“ Are you not going 
to pay me?”—“Yes,” he said, “ I will 
pay you;” and he kicked her down the 
stairs. 
How are these evils to be eradicated? 
W hat have you to answer, you who 
sell coats, and have shoes made, and 
contract for the southern and western 
m arkets? W hat help is there, w hat 
panacea, w hat 
redemption? 
Some 
say: “Give women the b a llo t” 
W hat 
effect such ballot m ight have on other 
questions I am not here to discuss; 
but w hat would be the effect of femal 
suffrage upon woman’s wages? I do 
not believe th at woman will ever get 
justice by woman’s b allo t 
The dying actress whose life had 
been vicious said: “The scene closea 
Draw the curtain.” 
Generally the 
tragedy comes first and the farce 
afterw ard, but in her life it was first 
the farce of a useless life, and then 
the tragedy of a wretched eternity. 
Compare the life and death of such 
a one w ith th at of some Christian 
aunt th at was once a blessing to your 
household. 
I do not know th at she 
was ever offered a hand in marriage. 
She lived single, th a t untram m elled 
she m ight be somebody’s blessing. 
Whenever the sick were to be visited, 
or the poor to be provided w ith bread, 
she went w ith a blessing. 
She could 
pray, or sing “Rock of Ages,” for any 
sick pauper who asked her. 
As she 
got older, there were days when she 
was a little sharp, but for the most 
part Auntie was a sunbeam—ju st the 
one for Christmas eve 
She knew bet­ 
ter than any one else how to fix 
things. 
Her every prayer, as God 
heard 
it, 
was 
full 
of 
every 
body who had trouble. 
The bright­ 
est things in all the house dropped 
from her fingers. 
She had peculiar 
notions, but the grandest notion she 
ever had was to make you happy. She 
dressed well—Auntie always dressec 
well; but her highest adornm ent was 
th at of a meek and quiet spirit, which 
in the sight of God, is of great price 
When she died you all gathered lov­ 
ingly about her, and as you carried 
her out to rest the Sunday school class 
almost covered the coffin with japoni­ 
cas; and the poor people stood at the end 
of the alley, w ith their aprons to their 
eyes, sobbing bitterly; and the man 
of the world said, w ith Solomon, “Her 
price was above rubies;” and Jesus, as 
unto the 
maiden 
in Judea, com­ 
manded: “I say unto thee, arise!”
